To  those  young  ladies  who  have  spent  at 
\  least  one  year  in  the  Institution — finished  the 
'  Regular  Course,  and  stood  the  usual  examina- 
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lions,  a  Diploma  will  be  awarded.  Gold  Med¬ 
als  are  distributed  in  tlie  Senior  Class  to  those 
young  ladies  whose  Scholarship,  proficiency  in 
Composition  and  Deportment,  entitle  them  to 
such  distinction. 

Regular  quarterly  Reports  of  Scholarship  and 
Deportment  will  be  sent  to  Parents  and  Guar¬ 
dians.  The  Principal  would  earnestly  solicit 
attention  to  these  Reports.  Parents  can  do 
much  to  aid  him  in  maintaining  a  mild  but 
firm  discipline,  by  making  them  the  basis  of 
admonition  or  encouragement.

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ernment  is  parental,  and  only  such  rules  are 
adopted  as  are  necessary  to  cherish  in  the  pupils 
those  habits  of  order,  regularity  and  industry 
which  tend  to  promote  our  comfort  as  a  family. 

The  Principal  regards  himself  as  having 
been  peculiarly  fortunate  in  securing  the  servi¬ 
ces  of  teachers  of  acknowledged  ability  and 
fidelity  in  their  various  departments.  The 
Musical  department  is  under  the  direction  of 
Prof.  Schneider,  whose  acquirements  and  skill 
as  an  instructor  have  been  so  thoroughly  test¬ 
ed,  that  he  is  believed  to  have  no  superior. 

Mr.  Scott,  who  graduated  at  the  University 
of  North  Carolina,  with  the  highest  honors  of 
that  Institution,  is  well  known  as  an  accom¬ 
plished  Classical  and  Mathematical  Scholar. 


Prof.  Eyers,  who  came  to  us  very  highly  re- 
commended,  has  not  only  fully  sustained,  but  ; 
even  surpassed  his  high  reputation  as  an  i 
Artist.  His  own  paintings  are  beautiful  and  } 
finished  specimens  of  art,  and  his  classes  have  ( 
made  rapid  and  most  gratifying  progress  under  \

He  does  not  seek  to  give  his  pupils  a  pretty  < 
picture  merely  at  the  end  of  the  session,  but  < 
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the  principles  of  the  art  are  so  taught  as  to  ena¬ 
ble  them  to  prosecute  this  elegant  accomplish¬ 
ment  after  leaving  School. 

We  have  recently  secured  the  services  of 
Col.  Kiciiard  Johnson  and  Lady  in  the  Do¬ 
mestic  Department,  whose  experience  and  ur¬ 
banity  of  manners  peculiarly  (it  them  for  the 
duties  of  this  responsible  position.  Their  un¬ 
divided  attention  will  be  given  to  the  general 
comfort  of  the  family. 

Pupils  are  not  allowed  to  make  store  ac¬ 
counts  without  previous  permission  from  their 
Parents  or  Guardians.  Where  it  is  impracti¬ 
cable  for  them  to  draw  supplies  from  home,  ex- 
perience  has  shown  that  it  would  be  better  to 
make  a  deposit  for  this  purpose,  and  not  allow 
their  daughters  to  purchase  on  credit. 

To  avoid  unnecessary  expenditures,  it  is 
thought  best,  that  from  this  time,  the  Principal 
advance  no  money  to  pupils  unless  requested 
to  do  so  by  Parents  or  Guardians.  Should 
there  be  cases  where  it  is  necessary  to  waive 
this  regulation,  Parents  must  specify  the  sum 
that  shall  be  placed  at  the  disposal  of  their 
daughters. 

Gov.  Moreiiead  has  recently  erected  a  large 
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and  commodious  additional  building,  in  the 
construction  and  arrangement  of  which,  there 
lias  been  special  reference  to  comfort  and  con¬ 
venience,  thus  rendering  the  accommodations 
of  Edgeworth  unsurpassed  by  any  similar  Insti¬ 
tution  in  the  State.  The  whole  building  is 
warmed  by  hot  air  flues,  by  means  of  which 
any  desired  temperature  may  be  maintained. 
During  the  past  very  inclement  winter  the  flues 
have  been  thoroughly  tested  with  the  most 
gratifying  results.  Not  a  drop  of  water  has 
been  found  frozen  in  any  part  of  the  house,  and 
the  thermometer  rarely  indicated  a  tempera¬ 
ture  below  sixty-two  degrees.  The  dormito¬ 
ries,  which  are  designed  to  accommodate  four 
or  six  pupils  each,  are  large,  convenient,  fully 
furnished  with  every  thing  desirable  for  com¬ 
fort,  and  thoroughly  ventilated. 

The  increase  of  our  numbers  lias  been  so  great, 
that  even  our  present  extensive  buildings  are  found 
insufficient  to  accommodate  the  numerous  appli¬ 
cants  for  admission.  During  the  present  year, 
we  have  had  one  hundred  and  thirty-four  pupils, 
one  hundred  and  two  of  whom  have  been  boarders 
in  the  Institution.  Until  our  accommodations  can 
be  enlarged,  we  have  determined  to  limit  the  num¬ 
ber  of  our  boarding  pupils.  It  is  therefore  desira- 
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ble  that  those  wishing  to  enter  the  Institution,  should 
make  early  application. 


To  persons  residing  at  a  distance,  it  may  be  prop¬ 
er  to  state,  that  the  North  Carolina  Rail  Road  is 


now  completed,  and  runs  directly  through  Greens¬ 
boro’,  thus  rendering  it  easy  of  access  to  both  the 
;  Eastern  and  Western  portions  of  the  State.  It  is 
eminently  healthy,  and  the  spacious  grounds  attach¬ 
ed  to  Edgeworth,  afford  abundant  opportunity  for 


exercise  in  the  open  air.  A  certain  amount  of  ex¬ 
ercise  is  daily  required.  The  attention  paid  to  phys¬ 
ical  education,  and  the  salubrity  of  the  climate,  is 
best  attested  by  the  fact,  that  during  the  five  years 
j  that  the  Institution  has  been  under  its  present  Prin¬ 


cipal,  no  case  of  serious  indisposition  has  occurred 
among  the  pupils.  The  community  are  distinguish- 


)  ed  for  their  intelligence,  morality  and  regard  for 
■!  religious  character. 

It  is  required  that  each  pupil  have  her  clothes 
;  distinctly  marked  with  her  name  in  full,  and  that 
she  be  provided  with  towels,  umbrella  and  over¬ 
shoes.
